Filipino American Admissions 
Drop 40 Percent At UCLA 


LOS ANGELES - Admissions of Filipino 
Americans at UCLA have dropped nearly 40 
percent, according to a recenty completed 
Teport by two undergraduates. 

The researchers found that only 145 Fili- 
pino Americans were admitted to UCLA in 
1988. 

The report by Greg Santiago and Noel 
Valeswarmsthatthe declinewil continueand 
Iay even reach 90 percent in the next few 
years_ unless UCLA officials address the 
problem. The researchers attribute the large 
declinetotheremovalof Filipino Americans 
from the campus affirmative action program 
in 1986. 

The two students prepared their study in a 

field studies classon Asian American educa- 
tional issues taught by Don Nakanishi, the 
UCLA professor who has been engaged in 3 
two-and-a-half year battle with university 
officials to secture a permanent faculty ap- 
pointment. 
- According to the study by Santiago and 
Valesi based on fall 1988 admissions,，EFili- 
pino Americans were included in the campus 
affirmative action program in the late 1960s. 
But when admissions of Filipino Americans 
peaked in the mid-1980s, university officials 
Temoved Filipinos from the affirmative ac- 
tion program，despite vocal opposition by 
Asian Pacific students and community lead- 
erS，
